I took a somewhat more leisurely approach to the FISTS Winter Sprint. 
I only managed to squeek out a lowly 200 points (8 QSOs) while doing 
a few other things around the house as well. I seem be having a lot of 
problems with QRN at 
this location these days so 40M was unusable and 20M was pretty noisy. 
That left 
me with 15M and 10M which were not so productive. The one positive 
thing I can 
say is that I have been working on my code speed lately using the MFJ 
Morse Code 
Tutor and it has paid off ... I managed to easily work a few stations 
sending at 25+WPM that 
in the past would have been extremely difficult copy for me (especially 
the FISTS numbers). 


I also used Scott's FISTS logging program, with my FT-817 @5W. 

I used the CAT cable and let the program poll the rig so I didn't have 
to worry about 

manually setting bands for the log. ... it worked very well. It is a 
nice feature. 


Scott has done a great job at producing a suite of sensible and easy to 
use logging programs. 

I don't much contesting so it's great to have a logging program that 
does the job but doesn't 

have so many features that make unusable or require you to spend hour 
to figure out how to 

make it work. 


I hope to be able to spend an hour or two tomorrow (Sunday) in the ARCI 
Fireside SSB Sprint ... 

I did a mod to the FT-817 and replaced the stock MIC element with HEIL 
HC-4 and HC-5 elements 

and really haven't had much opportunity to test it out ... hope to hear 
a few QRP-L folks on the air.

About a million years ago when I first started working for a living, I 
worked on snowmobile seats. I devised a test which allowed us to develop a 
mathematical model of the seat. At that time, the Air Force had some 
interesting data, it turns out that when they eject someone from a fighter, 
they trade off a high likelihood of a permanent back injury against the 
certainty of being cut in half by the tail. They had developed a 
mathematical back injury model as a result. 


So, in the computer, we could put the mathematical model of the 145 pound, 
25 year old Air Force pilot on the mathematical model of the seat and see if 
he hurt himself. Once we understood how to make the seat safe we lobbied 
various snowmobile manufacturers to adopt these designs, and eventually led 
to an SAE standard for snowmobile seats. 


However, in the course of all this, not only did I see a lot of injury data, 
but I talked to a lot of test drivers who were, to a man, absolutely nuts. 


No way am I ever getting on one of those things, FYBO or not! 


One of the hardest manufacturers to convince was Arctic, who was located in 
Thief River Falls, MN. At the time, the waiting room at the airport 
consisted of a corrugated fiberglass shed into which they piped the TVF 
Morse code ID in lieu of muzak. This is an amazingly tiny town in the 
middle of nowhere, which is now also the home of Digikey, where I get most 
of my parts!

This may be old hat, but yesterday I found Larry East's peak reading meter 
circuit modification to the OHR WM-1 or 2 QRP wattmeter. I had the parts 
handy so I performed the modification this afternoon... a few minor changes 
necessary ‘cause the circuit layout is just a bit different between the 
WM-1, which is in Larry's documentation, and WM-2 but it was easy to figure 
out. I used a 4.7 uF electrolytic and 1N34A besides the switch and 1 Meg 
resistor. 


End result.. now the WM-2 reads selectable peak or average power 
beautifully. The mod does not affect calibration of the meter at all in 
either peak or average (I was amazed after checking the calibration how well 
the meter has held it's cal since I built it several years ago...). 


IMHO a great addition to an already excellent product.... especially handy 
for those that do QRP SSB.

Steve, et.al.: 


Took my recently completed K1 (421476) out in the field for first time 
Saturday. I built mine with the 80 kc bandspread and 17 meters. Added the 
built in tuner after completing the rig. 


Antenna: 40 feet of #18 insulated wire stretched from top of truck window 
toward a tree branch about 12 feet off the ground with a 30 foot 
counterpoise laying on the ground at 90 degrees to the wire. 


Performance: Tuner adjusted to 1.0 on all four bands with no further tuning 
required moving around each band. 


Results: 2 hours casual operation, 5 qso's ranging in reports from 449 to 

579. All mid day PST QSO's. 

2 contacts on 20 meters, 2 on 40 meters (including W7ZOI) and 1 with W6LFB 
in Denton, TX on 17 meters and he was running 3 watts into a GSRV. We were 
both 449 because of QSB. 


Conclusion: I am impressed. Contacts just about as easy as working from 
home QTH.
